No effort at conservation is so import- 
ant in itself or to the future as that which 
aims to conserve the spiritual, moral and 
economic values of children who because of 
parental neglect or delinquency are liable 
to go wrong. 

Those who as private citizens or public 
officials are concerning themselves in this 
work are doing service that is beyond 
praise, and that will help through all the 
days to come to make and keep the stand- 
ards of personal conduct and citizenship 
high. 

The public in general may not be 
familiar with the details of child welfare 
effort, for modern life leaves the average 
man and woman little enough time for 
social or other activities outside the home 
and the daily routine. But what is certain 
is that the neglected or delingus child 
has the deep compassion of every right- 
minded person, and that those who are 
engaged in the fine task of seving these 
unfortunates from lives of waywardness, 
vice and crime have the hearty approval 
and good wishes of all who take time to 
think about the issues which are at stake.

Until 
recent weeks there were few reports that 
he was having trouble in that quarter; 
indicating that Nazi methods there were

Denmark, it is evident, was the sub 
ject state in which slavery was given its 
least irksome aspect. Since Hitlerism in its 
mildest mood has driven the country into 
rebellion, even the Fuehrer can hardly de- 
lude himself into thinking that the more 
brutally treated peoples in other subject 
states could ever be induced to accept his 
domination. If he ever tried anywhere to 
win the favor of an outraged nation it was 
in Denmark, The outcome speaks for the

Nailing 
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As for the radio nail, it is now 
being used in plywood construction 
During assembly, preformed ply- 
wood sheets coated with plastie glue 
are stacked like cards. Pinning 
them to prevent slipping is usually 
done by running staples or nails 
through holes in the sheets. After 
the plywood has been pressed into 
final forms, the staples or nails have 
to be removed 

But the radio nail changes all 
that. For it requires mf holes. The 
intense heat almost instantly heats 
the glue in the narrow path of the 
radio beam to several hundred de 


This produces 
spots of glue between the sheets 
that hold like nails
